Kiiij) the 6th line of chap. 34, and oimts all to the 
acth line of the 35th diapter on the 7^th page (sig. li) 
and it then agrees wim the other issue to the end. 
a Maps and 13 Plates corresponding with those in 
the ad Ed., the map being altered, but the cyphers 
on many plates do not a^rce with the pagination. 
Copies of this imperfect edition are by no means un- 
common. 



Another copy, which may be called the ad issue, 
4^ is 3^ — Chap. x6 is passed over. Chap. 39 is 3X. 
The sig. K has been reprinted, and carries on &e 
text in order. 15 Maps and Plates as above — 
•There seems to be a slight diflfisrence in the type of 
Sig. K. Peihaps after some copies were sent out, 
the mistake was discovered, and the signature can- 
celled and reprinted. Vet it is uncertain which issue 
is the earlier, for the incorrect sig. K is sometimes 
found in set9 of the voyages with the_ later editions 
of the other parts-^and more recently it was included 
in a set of 6 parts issued in X633 hereafter described. 
It majf therefore be the later issue of the 3d edition. 
There is no 4th Ed. of Part a.

The plates 
are often misplaced — probably some ought to be 
omitted. The Berlin and Grenville copies have 33 
plates, but many others examined have fewer. List 
of names at the end omitted and no colophon. Ende 
on last page. There are some errors in the pagina-

This Library possesses four copies, referred to in the following contribution 
under the letters, a, b^ r, and d, viz.: 

a. Large paper copy, with many rough leaves, 2 vols, in 

folio, full bound in russia. 

b. Small paper copy, 2 vols, in folio, full bound in morocco. 

c. Medium-sized copy, 2 vols, in folio, full bound in calf. 

d. Medium-sized copy, i vol. in folio, full bound in russia, 

containing many variations. 

In all large paper copies, some of the leaves are in small paper. Some of 
these are pointed out by Camus. In the copy a these have been stilted 
carefully to the size of the volume. The following list contains a complete 
description of the whole collection, with references to the contents of these 
four copies, noting also all the known relations, leaves, maps, and plates, and 
indicating the few cases where any such are wanting in these by brackets. 
The order of the paragraphs is the same as that in Camus : Table des Pieces, 
pages 287, etc. Where fractional numbers are used, additions are made to 
that collation. In the M6moire by Camus will be found a detailed and valu- 
able account of the original works from which the translations were made ; 
and sometimes full abstracts also of their contents.

Note on the Early Editions of The Pilgrim's Progress. 

In his life of John Bunyan, dated Keswick, March 13, 1830, and prefixed 
to John Murra/s edition of The Pilgrim's Progress, London, 1839, 8vo, 
Southey remarks : " It is not known in what year the Pilgrim's Progress was 
first published, no copy of the first edition having as yet been discovered ; 
the second is in the British Museum ; it is ' with additions,' and its date is 
1678 ; but as the book is known to have been written during Bunyan's im- 
prisonment, which terminated in 1672, it was probably published before his 
release, or at latest immediately after it The earliest with which Mr. Major 
has been able to supply me, either by means of his own diligent inquiries, or 
the kindness of his friends, is that * eighth e-di-ti-on,* so humorously intro- 
duced by Gay," etc. P. Ixxvi. 

In his Introduction to the Pilgrim's Progress, edited for the Hanserd 
Knollys Society, London, 1847, royal 8vo, Mr. Offor remarks : " The first edi- 
tion of the Pilgrim's Progress was published in a foolscap 8vo, in 1678. This 
volume is of extraordinary interest ; only one copy being known to exist, 
and that in the most beautiful preservation, in the original binding, clean and 
perfect. It was discovered in a nobleman's library, and judging from its ap- 
pearance had never been read. It is now in the cabinet of H. S. Holford, 
Esq., of Weston Birt House, Tetbury, Gloucestershire. ... As the edition 
now presented to the subscribers is an accurate reprint, not merely verbal, 
but literal," etc., p. cxix. 

How that can properly be called " an accurate reprint" which incorporates 
new matter with the original, we are at a loss to perceive. Not that there is 
any attempt to deceive on the part of publishers or the editor ; on the con- 
trary, the additions and interpolations are heralded with a candour which is 
amusing when considered as expository of *' an accurate reprint" 

The editor informs us (p. cxix) that the first edition ''has no portrait or 
cuts ; " but opposite the title-page we have the familiar picture of the " in- 
genious dreamer," with the following explanatory note : " The first and sec- 
ond editions have no Portrait of the Author : the third has an engraved Por- 
trait by White. This cut is copied from the seventh edition." Then follow 
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fifteen cuts, not one of which is, or professes to be, from the first edition. 
Under each is indicated the edition from which it is taken. One is from the 
7th edition, 1681, one from the 8th edition, 1682, one from the 9th edition, 
1683, eleven from the 13th edition, 1692, and one from the 3d edition of Part 
II. The dates of the first appearance of these cuts are not indicated. With- 
out entering into the chronology of the wood-cuts and copper-cuts (struck 
off separately — first about 1682) it will be interesting to the collector to know 
that we find the pictures of Mr. Offor*s edition, London, 1847, roy. 8vo, in 
(not always a part oO the following early editions before us : Offor, page 3, 
5th edit., 1682, pp. 4 and 5 ; page 18, 5th edit, 1682, pp. 22 and 23 ; page 
23, 5th edit, 1682, pp. 30, 31 ; page 38, 6th edit., 1681 ? pp. 44 and 45 ; page 
45, 5th edit., 1682, pp. 50 and 51 ; page 50, 5th edit., 1682, pp. 56 and 57 ; 
page 63, 5th edit., pp. 70 and 71 ; page 68, 12th edit., 1689, p. 73 ; page 73, 
5th edit., 1682, pp. 104 and 105 ; page 109, 5th edit., 1682, pp. 122 and 123 ; 
page 115, 5th edit., 1680, p. 128; page 135, 12th edit, 1689, p. 144; page 
143, 5th edit, 1682, pp. 158 and 159 ; page 190, 5th edit, 1682, pp. 218 and 
219. 

These are the 14 cuts of Part First of Mr. Offer's edition ; the 15th cut, 
that on p. 103, he takes, as we have seen, from the 3d edition of Part Second. 
In the first edition of Part Second, 1684, there are three cuts — Christiana, 
Mercie, and the children setting out, with the " ingenious dreamer," in his pro- 
tracted slumber, below ; Great Heart, with one of the largest swords and 
most benevolent of expressions, leading his little company ; and the very 
safe, but perhaps rather ungenerous festivities beneath the detached head of 
" Gyant dispair." These three Mr. Offor reproduces in his reprint. A criti- 
cal history of the copper-cuts stnd wood-cuts of the early editions would form 
an interesting section of the Bibliography of the Pilgrim's Progress 
of the future. 

How ** accurate a reprint" the text is, maybe judged from some of the 
editor's foot-notes, e,g. : " Not inserted in the ist or 2nd edit, but found in 
the 7th and subt. ones ; " " First inserted in 8th and subt. edits. ; " " This 
paragraph, as marked with inverted commas, was first inserted in the second 
edition, and continued in all subsequent ones." " This paragraph," com- 
mencing " In this plight," and concluding with What shall I do to he saved f 
occupies pp. 2, 3 — 59 lines — of the second edition, and 43 lines of Mr. Offer's 
reprint. " All this interview with Worldly-Wiseman, and its consequences, 
as marked with inverted commas, first appeared in the 2nd edit." Then we 
have this interpolation of ten pages. 

After this follow other foot-notes stating that this and that word or sentence 
is not to be found in the original first edition. 

Of the " fac-simile " reprint of the Second Part in Mr. Offer's volume it is 
sufficient to say that the editor's foot-notes — " Added in an edition dated 
1687 " etc. — prove it to be no *' fac-simile." 

In 1875 Mr. Elliot Stock, of 62 Paternoster Row, London, published 
(post 8vo, and large paper 4to) " The Pilgrim's Progress as Originally Pub- 
lished by John Bunyan, Being a Fac-Simile Reproduction of the First Edi- 
tion." 
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In the Preface we read : " It should be mentioned here, that while the 
volume is a page for page facsimile of the original, it has been thought 
needful to incorporate the conversation between Christian and Mr. Worldly- 
Wiseman which first appeared in the second edition, printed the same 
year as the first (and was retained in all subsequent ones), as being necessary 
to complete the sense of that part of the book in which it occurs." 

Now this " conversation " is not needful *' to complete the sense," and if 
it were, that would be no excuse for its intrusion. 

The Preface continues : " The illustrations, however rude, are highly curi- 
ous and interesting. . . . These wood-cuts, like the other features of the 
book, have been reproduced m fac- simile, ^^ 

And yet, as we have already seen, not one of these " wood-cuts" is in the 
first edition ; nor are there any cuts in the 2d edition ; the third and fourth 
editions have a portrait only ; the fifth edition of 1680 has the portrait, and, 
on page 128, a wood-cut of the burning of Faithful ; the fifth edition of the 
date 1682 contains on the back of the portrait the following : '' Advertisement. 
The Pilgrim's Progress having found good Acceptation among the People, to 
the carrying of the Fourth Impression, which had many Additions, more than 
any preceding : And the Publisher observing, that many Persons desired to 
have it illustrated with Pictures, hath endeavoured to gratifie them therein : 
And besides those that are ordinarily Printed to the Fifth Impression [por- 
trait and burning of Faithful] hath provided Thirteen Copper Cuts curiously 
Engraven for such as desire them," 

The first edition contains 232 pp., and " the Conclusion in verse" on an 
added page (Mr. Offor is made to say, we presume by printer's error, 253 
pp). Elliot Stock's "Reproduction" contains 266 pp., and "the Conclu- 
sion" on an added page ; which for "a page for ^2^g facsimile " is a rather 
liberal allowance. 

The initial letter of the first edition A is unlike the initial letter of Stock's 
reprint; lines 19 to 78, both inclusive (" In this plight therefore " to What 
sitall 1 do to be saved f) are, as in Mr. Offer's reprint, interpolations from 
the second edition ; nor are they distinguished from the original text by "in- 
verted commas," nor noticed in the Preface. 

Nor is the Second Part of Stock's " reproduction" a fac-simile. 

On the reverse of the title of the original, now before us, we find this inter- 
esting note : 

" I appoint Mr. Nathaniel Ponder ^ But no other to Print this Book. 

John Bunyan,^* 

"January i. 
" 1684." 

There is not a word of this in the " reproduction," nor is there of sixteen 
lines which follow — " Newly Published," etc. 

In the original the pagination is from i to 224 ; in Stock's ^^facsimile^^ the 
pagination is from i to 205. It is true that in the original there is a skip in 
the paging, from 105 to 120, but this error, instead of being corrected, should 
have been copied in the fac-simile ; and so should the variation in the type, 
which on pp. 100-105, ^^^ ^^^ ^^ much larger than that of the rest of the 
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book- Of the " Finis," the " Errata," and the three pages of Ponder's ad- 
vertisement, which follow the Second Part, not a line is ** reproduced." 

We doubt not that there are other differences between the originals and 
their " fac-similes " (if we may be pardoned a bull) : but those that we have 
indicated may suffice. But what can be expected from an editor who thinks 
it necessary to prepare us (Preface i, ii) by solemn announcement for the 
discovery that " the spelling and grammar are frequently both inaccurate and 
inconsistent, from a modern point of view ? " We had a suspicion that there 
had been, since 1678, some changes in these particulars. 

It is much to be regretted that there never has been a " reproduction" of 
the first edition of The Pilgrim's Progress. 

So much for " fac -similes : " now let us return to originals. 

We have seen that Dr. Southey knew of no copy of the first edition, and 
that Mr. Offor knew of only one. 

There is, as will be observed by the " Tabular Statement" annexed, at 
least one more copy of the first edition, which we have sub oculis manibusque^ 
and shall describe. 

Leaves between the signatures, 8 ; foolscap 8vo ; title-page, verso blank ; 
THE AUTHOR'S Apology For his BOOK, 8 pp. (not numbered) signed 
JOHN BUNYAN ; pp. 1-232, and page containing " Conclusion " supplied ; 
p. 222 is printed erroneously 223, and 223 is printed 222 ; p. 226 is printed 
227, and 227 is printed 226; p. 83 is printed 8£^, and 231 is printed 23'; 
30 lines on a page ; title-page and two following leaves of verses in fac- 
simile. 

Notes on fly-leaf : 

** This is the first edition of the Pilgrim's Progress, one of the rarest books 
in English Literature ; one copy only is known (besides the present) which 
was formerly in the Collection of Lord Vernon and now in that of R. S. Hol- 
ford. Esq'. 

** In the second edition which was printed the same year, 1678, Bunyan in- 
troduced a long paragraph at p. 2, commencing ' In this plight,' etc., which 
is retained in every subsequent edition. 

" W. Pickering. 

*' London, Aug. 2, 1851." 

" When in London, in June, 1855, 1 compared this copy with Mr. Holford's. 
They are exactly alike," etc. LI- L«J 

The second Edition, with Additions, was published in the same year (1678, 
i2mo) as that in which the first appeared. It is preceded by The Author's 
Apology for his Book, pp. 9 (not numbered). 

The Lea Wilson copy lies before us. 

In the next year (1679, i2mo,) appeared the Third Edition, with Additions. 
From a long bibliographical note by Mr. Offor prefixed to the copy which we 
have under examination we extract the following : 

" This exceedingly rare little volume is the first complete edition of the Pil- 
grim's Progress. From page 171, ' Then I saw in my Dream,* to 181, * of 
a devouring fire/ first appeared in this third edition. It is the curiously 
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casuistical conference between the friends of Mr. By-ends and the Pilgrims. 
This was the last addition that Bunyan made to the text of the First Part« 

" The only copies that have been discovered are this and a very beautiful 
one sold by Mr. Leslie to the Rev**. T. Homer of Wells, Somerset, for ten 
guineas : while every page corresponds with this, these two copies are cer- 
tainly from different type, although they may be from the same fount The 
following selection of Bibliographical memoranda distinguishes this from 
every other edition. It is impossible to say which of the books issued first 
from the press.** 

The Pilgrim's Progress From This World To That which is to come. The 
Second Part, was Printed for Nathaniel Ponder (London), in 1684, leaves be- 
tween the signatures, 12. The Lea Wilson (subsequently W. Pickering) copy 
lies before us. Frontispiece : Christiana and Mercie, and Christiana's four 
children starting on their journey ; title-page and verso as before described 
{supra). The Author's Way of Sending forth His Second Part of the PIL- 
GRIM, 8 pp. (not numbered) ; 1-224 \ P* 59 printed 59 ; p. 96 printed 66 ; 
pp. 100, loi, 102 (printed x02), 103, 104, 105, 120 (should be 106) in much 
larger type than the rest of the book ; no page between 105 and 120, but 
nothing omitted; page 129 printed I29; p. 132 printed 13a; p. 193 printed 
193 ; at end of volume three pages of Ponder's advertisements ; cut between 
pp. 52 and 53, and a cut between pp. 182 and 183. The last word of the Second 
Part is " Adieu;" which in the Twelfth Edition, 1723, before us, and per- 
haps in the loth or nth (the 9th is unaltered) is changed to " Farewell," by 
one of those " revisers " and " improvers " of texts, who are entitled to a share 
in the malediction pronounced upon those who remove the ancient landmarks. 

The so-called " Pilgrim's Progress, Part Third," author unknown, was 
first published, according to Mr. Offor (he obtained some light, or thought 
that he did, after writing his Introduction to Pilgrim's Progress, ed. 1847, r. 
8vo, cxxvii), in 1691 : 

" The first edition is in the British Museum, but it has no title. The life 
which is appended to it has the date 1692." -Introd., ut supra, " This volume 
is remarkable for its being an exact reprint of the first edition, 1691. A copy 
of which is preserved in the British Museum." Offer's Ms. note (before us) 
in edit. Glasgow, 1755, i2mo. 

A MS. note in a copy before us, London, 1693, i2mo, styles this latter the 
" 1st edition of 3rd part of Pilgrim's Progress." 

Though denounced as a forgery — a common advertisement on the title- 
pages of Part II. was, " Note, The Third Part, suggested to be J. Bunyan's, is 
an Imposture" — sometimes it reads " Impostor" — it was soon adopted by the 
booksellers as an adjunct to Parts I. and II., and by 1785 professed to have 
reached the 59th edition ; but we have little confidence in the numeration of 
the editions, save in that of the First Part, which appears to have been reg- 
ularly numbered until the 34th, published in 1780. There were some Glas- 
gow editions which seem to have had no rule in the matter. 

There is one very rare American edition of which we have a few words to 
say. 

In the poetical preface to the Second Part of the Pilgrim's Progress, en- 
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titled " The Author's Way of Sending forth His Second Part of the Pilgrim," 
Bunyan dwells with a natural self-felicitation on the success of his book in 
various countries, remarking, inter alia^ 

'* *Tis in New-England under such advance^ 
Receives there so much laving Countenance^ 
As to be Trim'd, new Cloth' d and Deck' t with Gems, 
That it might show its Features^ and its limbs. 
Yet more^ so comely* doth my Pilgrim walk. 
That of him thousands daily Sing and talk." 
• 

Only one copy of this, the first American, edition is known to be extant. 
It was and, unless lost, still is, in the library of the late George Brinley, of 
Hartford, Connecticut, and, as seen there, was thus described by Mr. Henry 
Stevens :

4 leaves signed at the bottom of the 8th page by John Bunyan. Text pp. 
1-162 in 8», wanting all after page 162 — that is, the paragraph begins in the 
middle of page 162 : ** Now while I was gazing upon all these things, I turned 
my head to look back, and saw Ignorance come up to the River side," &c. 

As there are only about 43 lines between ** River side " and last line — 
"and behold it was a Dream " — of the book, there would appear to be but 
about a page of text and ** The Conclusion " missing — pfobably one leaf. 

The collection of The Pilgrim's Progress in the Lenox Library far ex- 
ceeds all other treasuries of the kind, as the followinjf summary and the 
"Tabular Statement" annexed will evince : Part I. One copy, at least, of 
every edition from the first, 1678, to the 34th, 1780, with the exception of the 
7th, nth, and 17th editions. Of the 4th edition, 2 copies ; 5th, 3 copies ; 
8th, 2 copies ; 9th, 2 copies ; loth, 3 copies ; 13th, 2 copies ; 14th, 3 copies ; 
22d, 8 copies ; 23d, 3 copies ; 25th, 5 copies ; 26th, 4 copies ; 28th, 2 copies ; 
29th, 6 or 7 copies ; 30th, 7 copies ; 31st, 4 copies ; 32d, 8 copies ; 34th, 2 
copies. Variations in copies of the same edition of a book sometimes render 
it important to have more than one impression. 

We have seen that when Bunyan published the Second Part he appointed 
" Mr. Nathaniel Ponder^ But no other to Print this Book." We find this 
publisher's name (given variously as Nathanael, Nathaniel, Nath., and Nat.) 
on all the title-pages of the First Part from the ist to the I4tli editions, both 
inclusive ; on the title-page of the 15th edition we find ** Printed for W. P.," 
and under the portrait ** Sold by Nicholas Boddington atty*," etc. 

We are sorry to see that at this early period some of the London publishers 
were not sufficiently regardful of the rights of their neighbour. 

* In some of the subsequent editions comely is altered to common^. 
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In the fourth edition of the First Part, published in 1680, Mr. Ponder — 
obliged by the cupidity of his fellow-craftsmen to ** ponder" bitterly over his 
wrongs, pours his griefs into the bosom of the public, in a note which is an 
interesting item in the Bibliography of the Pilgrim's Progress, and which the 
more imperatively demands a place here from the fact that Mr. Offor 
(Introduc. to Pilgrim's Progress, 1847, r. 8vo, cxx), or his printer, has not 
favoured us with ** an accurate reprint" here, any more than he did in the 
promised ** reproduction" of the first edition of the Pilgrim's Progress. 






Advertisement from the Bookseller, 

" The Pilgrim* s Progress, having sold several Impression*?, and with good 
Acceptation among the People (there are some malicious men of our pro- 
fession, of lewd principles, hating honesty, and Coveting other mens rights, 
and which we call Land Pirates, one of this society is Thomas Bradyl a 
Printer, who I found Actually printing my Book for himself, and five more 
of his Confederates.) but in truth he hath so abominably and basely falcified 
the true Copie, and changed the Notes, that they have abused the Author in 
the sence, and the Propriator of his right, (and if it doth steal abroad, they 
put a cheat upon the people.) You may distinguish it thus. The Notes are 
Printed in Long Primer a base old letter, almost worn out, hardly to be read, 
and such is the Book it self. Whereas the true Copie is Printed in a Leiga- 
blc fair Character and Brevier Notes as it alwaies has been, this Fourth 
Edition hath as the third had. The Authors Picture before the Title, and 
hath more then 22 passages of Additions, pertinently placed quite thorow the 
Book, which the Counterfeit hath not.

This is Brevier, and the true Copy. 
This is Long Primer letter." 

One copy before us is signed N, P., and does not contain the two lines 
below the signature. 

For a more favourable opinion of " Bradyl " see John Dunton's Life and 
Errors.

In his collections of the " Works of John Bunyan," Nos. 1505-1521, 1702- 
1941, and " Bunyaniana," Nos. 1942-2025, Mr. Oflbr was unapproached. 

It will be remembered that, with the exception of a few copies, all the 
above, including the copies of the Pilgrim's Progress, were destroyed by fire 
at the auction room of Sotheby, Wilkinson & Hodge, London, June 39, 1865.

Note. — Through the inattention of printers, and the wilful misrepresenta- 
tions of others. Bunvan has been made to father statements, and to use Ian- 
guage, at which his ** righteous soul would have been vexed." Even in our 
older English Bibles words have been intentionally changed to make them 
teach impiety. No wonder, therefore, if the ** ingenious dreamer" has not 
been better treated. 

In the course of this ** contribution " it has been remarked that Part III. of 
the P. P., first published in 1693, was for many years, and is sometimes now, 
though rarely, printed with the other Parts ; when, in the 8th edition of Part 
II., 1702, it was branded by the publisher ( *' Printed for W, P,, and to be Sold 
by Nicholas Boddington^^) as an ** impostor." It has likewise been shown that 
Parts I. and II. have been *' accommodated" to suit the " proprieties" of 
some holding views far different from those of the author. It may be further 
noted, as specimens of such alterations, that in one or more French versions 
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Giant Pope is left out, or all mention of both Giants omitted, while Faithful, 
instead of being burnt, is drawn and quartered. 

In the catechizing of Christiana's children, in Part II., occurs sometimes a 
singular oniission. James is asked three questions : How does (i) God, the 
Father, (2) the Son, and (3) the Holy Ghost, save us? The answer to No. 2, 
and the question No. 3, are left out ; so that the answer to No. 3 appears to 
be that to No. 2. It seems unnecessary to show how completely this affects 
the passage. This error is carried on through several editions. It began at 
least as early as 1766. In one with Mason's notes, printed in 1778, recom- 
mended by Newton, Ryland, etc., and in an edition (not numbered, but 
probably the 2d) of 1780, the omission is pointed out in a note by Mason, 
and corrected in the text ; but Mason's reference to the error is retained. 

In an edition printed by Isaiah Thomas, at Worcester, in 1791, there is 
nothing omitted in these questions and answers ; but, in the reply to the sec- 
ond question, ** How doth God the Son save us?" the language is entirely 
changed. The alteration may not have been, and probably was not, owing 
to the gradual lapse from the theology of the elder to that of the younger 
Edwards, but it is very remarkable that I. T. should have countenanced it 
In a subsequent edition of 1817, by Thomas's successors, the language of the 
second answer is further changed, producing a greater error, if that be pos- 
sible. 

In no way, perhaps, has the popularity of the P. P. been more forcibly 
evinced than by its being lampooned by Gay in one of his operas. 

" Gay, in his * What-d'ye-call it? ' a farce, represents a man about to 
be shot, when a countryman offers him a book to pray by ; he takes it, and 
says : ' 

• ' I win 1 I will I 
Lend me thy handkercher., [Reads and weeps.] *' The Pilgrim's Pro—" 

I cannot see for tears ; " Pro- Progress : " oh! 
" The Pilgrim's Progress eighth edi-ti-on : 
Lon-don print-ed-for-Ni-cho-Ias Bod-ding-ton : 
With new ad-di-tions never made before : " 
Oh, 'tis so moving. I can read no more ! ' 

This was first acted in 171 5 [1714], and proves that the Pilgrim was then 
a most popular religious book. The late Mr. Heber and Mr. Wilson sup- 
posed that this referred to the eighteenth edition, which was printed for N. 
Boddington [in 1714] ; but might it not more probably refer to the eighth 
edition of the Pilgrim, Part II., which was printed by that celebrated pub- 
lisher [in 1702] ? " Offor : Introduc. to Pilgrim's Progress, edit.

" The characteristic peculiarity of the Pilgrim's Progress is, that it is the 
only work of its kind which possesses a strong human interest. Other alle- 
gories only amuse the fancy. The allegory of Bunyan has been read by many 
thousands with tears. . . . That wonderful book, while it obtains admiration 
from the most fastidious critics, is loved by those who are too simple to ad- 
mire it. Doctor Johnson, all whose studies were desultory, and who hated, 
as he said, to read books through, made an exception in favour of the Pilgrim's 
Progress. That work, he said, was one of the two or three works which he 
wished longer. It was by no common merit that the illiterate sectary ex- 
tracted praise like this from the most pedantic of critics, and the most bigoted 
of tories. In the wildest parts of Scotland the Pilgrim's Progress is the de- 
light of the peasantry. In every nursery the Pilgrim's Progress is a greater 
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favourite Jfchan Jack the Giant-Killer. Every reader knows the straight and 
narrow path as well as he knows a road in which he has gone backward and 
forward a hundred times. This is the highest miracle of genius,--that things 
which are not should be as though they were, that the imaginations of one 
mind should become the personal recollections of another. And this miracle 
the tinker has wrought.

All the stages 
of the journey, all the forms which cross or overtake the pilgrims, — giants 
and hobgobhns, ill-favoured ones and shining ones, the tall, comely, swarthy 
Madam Bubble, with her great purse by her side, and her fingers playing 
with the money ; the black man in the bright vesture ; Mr. Worldly- Wise- 
man, and my Lord Hategood ; Mr. Talkative, and Mrs. Timorous, — all are 
actually existing beings to us. We follow the travellers through their allegorical 
progress with interest not inferior to that with which we follow Elizabeth from 
Siberia to Moscow, or Jeanie Deans from Edinburgh to London. Bunyan is 
almost the only writer that ever gave to the abstract the interest of the con- 
crete. In the works of many celebrated authors men are mere personifica- 
tions .... The style of Bunyan is delightful to every reader, and invaluable 
as a study to every person who wishes to obtain a wide command over the 
English language. The vocabulary is the vocabulary of the common people. 
There is not an expression, if we except a few technical terms of theology, 
which would puzzle the rudest peasant. We have observed several pages 
which do not contain a single word of more than two syllables. Yet no writer* 
has said more exactly what he meant to say. For magnificence, for pathos, 
for vehement exhortation, for subtle disquisition, for every purpose of the 
poet, the orator, and the divine, this homely dialect, the dialect of plain 
working men, was perfectly sufficient. There is no book in our literature on 
which we would so readily stake the fame of the old unpolluted English lan- 
guage ; no book which shows so well how rich that language is in its own 
proper wealth, and how little it has been improved by all that it has bor- 
rowed.

The Orthography of the Poet's Name. 

Not pausing to examine all of the "4000 Ways of Spelling the Name ac- 
cording to English orthography," which Mr. George Wise (in The Autograph 
of William Shakespeare, Philadelphia, 1869,4°) exhibits; nor the ** thirty- 
seven different authentic ways of spelling it," which, he tells us, ** have been 
counted in tracing the name back through the records of the family" ; nor 
the twenty-six modes offered (in New Illustrations of the Life, etc., of Shakes- 
peare, London, 1845, 2 vols. 8°) by the Rev. Joseph Hunter, we shall confine 
our attention to the four forms (omitting a few now obsolete) which appear in 
connection with the author's works, or with comments upon them by others. 

I. shakespear.

42. This form may be dismissed as obsolete, and not likely to be revived. 
There are but two instances cited above in the last sixty years. 
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II. SHAKSPERE. 

For this form we have strong pleas by two eminent critics : " There are 
five acknowledged genuine signatures of Shakspere in existence, exclusive 
of the one [in Florio's Montaigne, 1603, now in the British Museum] which 
forms the subject of this communication. Of these, three are attached to his 
will in the Prerogative Court, executed 25th March, 161 5-16; the fourth is 
written on a mortgage deed, dated nth March, 1612-13, of a small estate 
purchased by Shakspere of Henry Walker, in Blackfriars ; and the fifth on 
the counterpart of the deed of bargain and sale of the same property, dated 
loth March, 1612-13. 

'' From a comparison of these with each other, and with the autograph now 
first brought forward, it is most certain, in my opinion, that the poet always 
wrote his name Shakspere, and consequently, that those who have inserted 
an e after the k^ or an a in the second syllable, do not write the same (as far 
as we are able to judge) in the same manner as the poet himself uniformly 
would authorize us to do. This I state in opposition to Chalmers and Drake, 
who assert that ' all the genuine signatures of Shakspeare are dissimilar.' 
{Apology^ p. 426. Drake's Skakspeare and his Times ^ vol. i. p. 17, 4°, 18 17, 
who servilely copies Chalmers, and never took the trouble to see the original. 
Foot note,) 

** Let us consider them separately, not according to the priority of dates, 
but in the order they were introduced to the notice of the public. . . . To 
these we have now to add the autograph before us, in Florio*s volume, which 
so unquestionably decides in favour of Shakspere^ that in this manner I shall 
beg leave in future to write it ; since I know no reason why we should not 
sooner take the poet's own authority in this point, than that of his friends or 
printers." Sir Frederick Madden : Observations on an Autograph of 
Shakspere^ and the Orthography of his Name, Lond. 1838, 8°, pp. 10, 14. 

Sir Frederick adds in a note to the last sentence quoted above : ** To those 
deeply interested in the subject, it n\ay be as well to add, that the name of 
our poet, both at his baptism and burial, in the Stratford Register, is spelt 
Shakspere, and so are the names of other members of his family, between 
the years 1558 to 1593 ; and in the marriage licence, recently discovered in 
the Consistorial Court of Worcester, it is spelt Shagspere, which, in effect, is 
the same thing" P. 14. See also (London) Gentleman^ s Magazine^ 1840, 
i. 39 (by Isaac D'Israeli), 161, 374, $91 (by John Bruce), 262 (by Sir F. Mad- 
den), 264, 474 (by J. W. Burgon), 369 (by Rev. J. Hunter), 379 (by Bolton 
Corney), ii. 35 (by Sir F. Madden) ; (London) Reader, 1864, ii. 801. J. Har- 
ris's Facsimiles of all the Known Autographs of Shakespeare (six in num- 
ber, 4° sheet). 

When Mr. Frederick J. Furnivall, in 1873, founded " The New Shakspere 
Society" he thus defended the orthography: ** This spelling of our great 
Poet's name is taken from the only unquestionably genuine signatures of his 
that we possess, the three on his will, and the two on his Blackfriars convey- 
ance and mortgage. None of these signatures have an e after the fc ; four 
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have no a after the first e; the fifth I read -eere. The e and a had their 
French sounds, which explain the forms * Shaxper,' etc. Though it has 
hitherto been too much to ask people to suppose that Shakspere knew how 
to spell his own name, I hope the demand may not prove too great for the 
imagination of the Members of the New Society." The New Shakspere 
Society : the Founder* s Prospectus of Nov, 1873, Revised, 

In his Life and Times of Sir Joshua Reynolds y (London, 1865, 2 vols. 8') 
Leslie quotes a sentence referring to '* Shakespear," and remarks in a note : 
** Reynolds always spells the name thus, making its heroic derivation plain, 
according to modern orthography. Burns was thinking of Shakespear when 
he said of Bruce that he * shook the Carrick spear.* Why then obscure its 
meaning because the poet wrote it Shakspere f His editors might as well 
restore his orthography throughout, and we should then have dolphin for 
dauphin." vol. i. 245. 

But it is not to be so easily conceded that " the poet " always wrote it 
*^ Shakspere, ^^ Let us cite the testimony of the most industrious Shakes- 
pearian of the age — of any age : 

" A great deal of discussion has been occasioned by the indistinctness of 
the three signatures of Shakespeare attached to this will, some contending 
it is Shakspere in all the instances, others that the letter a appears in the 
second syllable in the last. I fear the question will ever be doubtful ; for if 
we read Shakspere ^ a redundancy appears for which it is difficult to account, the 
final stroke belonging to an e, certainly not to a mere flourish ; and it would 
be scarcely prudent to express a decided opinion on the matter, the signa* 
tures being apparently traced by a tremulous hand, and very badly executed." 
Halliwell : Life of William Shakespeare , London, 8", 1848, 279. 

Again : 

" * While a drop of ink circulates in my pen,' exclaims the patriarch of Eng- 
lish literature, * I shall ever loyally write the name of Shakespeare.* Mr. 
D*Israeli is supported in this opinion by Messrs. Collier, Dyce, and Hunter ; 
and every one will admit that these are good authorities in any question con- 
nected with Shakespearian literature. ... In the literary metropolis the 
name of our dramatic bard was pronounced Shake- spea RE. There are 
many evidences of this, and in many of the early editions of the plays, the 
name is printed with a hyphen between the syllables. . . . When any con- 
temporary poet speaks of the bard, the orthography is invariably Shakes- 
peare, and the metre always shows that the first syllable must be pronounced 
long." Halliwell : An Introduction to Shakespear^ s Midsummer Nighfs 
Dream, London, 8°, 1841, 88,91,93. See also, on same side, (London) 
Times, June 12, 1841. " The three signatures to his Will are so obscure that 
it is difficult to determine whether he wrote his name Shakspere or Shakspeare, 
The autograph in the copy of Florio*s Montaigne, purchased by the British 
Museum, is decidedly Shakspere.'* Charles Knight : Life of Shakspere, 

That the form '' Shakspere " seldom appears between the date of his will, 
in 1616, and John Evelyn's Diary, of 1689, and from 1689 until Pinkerton's 
Heron's Letters, in 1785, and from 1785 until Forsyth's Tour in Italy, 1802-3, 
is certain ; that " Shakespear," " Shakspeare," and ** Shakespeare " (much 
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more frequently) are the three forms in almost universal use from 1593 (the 
date of his first known publication) to our own day, is also certain. 

How is this to be accounted for ? By the example of the author. In 1 593 
the poet dedicated to the Earl of Southampton his '' Venus and Adonis'' : 
what does he sign himself? ** William Shakespeare." In 1594 he dedicated 
to the same nobleman his " Rape of Lucrece" : what does he sign himself? 
" William Shakespeare." Under what name were Venus and Adonis, edition 
1599, The Passionate Pilgrime, edition 1599, and the Sonnets, edition 1609, 
published ? ** Shakespeare " and (the last-named) ** Shake -speare." 

Under what name (with few exceptions) after his death, were his merits 
celebrated and his loss deplored? "William Shakespeare": as we shall 
proceed to show. 

Under what name did his friends Heminge and Condell, in 1623, publish the 
collective edition of his ** Comedies, Histories, and Tragedies" ? " William 
Shakespeare." 

What are the names which appear on thirty-nine of the fifty- seven early 
quartos (eighteen are without names) of which the title-pages are presented 
in WiNSOR's Heliotype Fac-SimiUs {in Bibliography of the Original Quartos 
and Folios of Shakespeare y Boston, 1876, 4°) ? 

** W. Sh." I, "Shakespere" i, ** Shake-speare" (15) and "Shakespeare" 
(22) 39 : and be it observed that of these fifty-seven quartos, forty-eight (two 
are without date) were published before the author's death : forty of them 
before 1610. 

Why we should be obliged to use a form which the author never himself 
used in the publication of his books ; which his friends and eulogists, from 
Ben Jonson down to the most obscure, never applied to him ; which his 
glossologists and commentators for more than two centuries seem seldom or 
never to have heard of ; and which, so far as we know, has never received 
the endorsement of two score of Shakespearians, we confess we cannot see.

It is proper to state that in the above citations we have taken some pains 
(encouraged and rewarded by the ample facilities which surround us) to 
ascertain the orthography — not of the printer, biographer, or editor, but^— of 
the author. As a rule, mankind is uncritical, and literal copyists are almost 
unknown. Glossologists, commentators, critics, flourish in noxious abun- 
dance — but the man who can forbear impertinent ** emendations" and inter- 
polations is seldom to be found. To second-hands, therefore, we have not 
trusted, when the original was within our reach. 

It will be noticed that we have given Dr. Samuel Johnson as an authority 
for ** Shakespeare" : yet in Croker's BosweU's Life of Johnson the latter is 
represented in a letter to Barretti, July 20, 1762, (and perhaps corfectly, 
though we doubt it,) as writing ** Shakspeare." But on referring to "Mr. 
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Johnson's Preface to his Edition of Shalcespear's Plays, London, 1765," 8" 
(now before us), we find that Johnson writes it fifty- two times ** Shakes- 
peare," and once (p. xlviii) ** Shakespear." 

Therefore the accuracy of our citations is not to be tested by modem 
reprints, nor by quotations in the works of other writers — because it is com- 
mon for reprinters and quoters — more from stupidity, and absence of the 
critical faculty, than from intentional bad faith — to alter orthographies to 
suit their own very crude ideas. 

But authors themselves are not always consistent ; for it will be noticed that 
in several instances we have had occasion to quote the same name under two 
spellings. 

Sometimes it is difficult to ascertain the orthography of the author : e* g.: 
there lie before us, ** The Shakespeare Papers of the Late William Maginn, 
LL.D.," New York, 1856, 12°, in which the author is represented as uni- 
formly using the orthography of the title-page ; and " Shakspeare Papers : 
Pictures Grave and Gay, by William Maginn, LL.D.," London, 1859, post 
8°, in which also the author is represented as uniformly using the orthography 
of the title-page. 

To recapitulate : we have for Shakespear forty-two, for Shakspere thirty- 
three, for Shakspeare one hundred and eleven, for Shakespeare (count- 
ing the three Folios, thirty-seven Quartos, and volumes of poems, and there 
are more instances) two hundred and eighty-two. 

It is certainly a reproach to English-writing people that they cannot agree 
how to spell the name of their greatest author. Let the minorities yield to 
the large majority, and hereafter all unite in Shakespeare.

No second part of Sir John Oldcastle is known to 
exist. 

There is no indication of Shakspeare in this 
play, which is much superior to The Birth of Mer- 
lin, The Ix>ndon Prodigall, Lord Cromwell and 
Mucedoru.4. The references to Shakspeare^s King 
Henry the Fourth. First Part, no doubt are intended 
to favour the attribution to the great dramatist : 
King Harry is made to say

This play, of which the first edition appeared in 
London, 1738, 8*>, was attributed by Malone to Mas- 
singer, by Fanner to Shirley, and by Reed to Thep- 
bald. 

In his dedkation of this play "To the Right 
Honourable George Dodington, Esq.," Theobald 
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has th« impudence to lay : " I bear so dear an Af- 
fection to the Writings and Memory of Shakb- 
spf ARE, that, as it is my good Fortune to retriere 
this Remnant of his Pen from Obscurity, so it is my 
greatest Ambition that this Piece should be re- 
ceived into the Protection of such a Patron/*— 
ifrhereas the " Piece " is a miserable jumble of plati- 
tudes and boml)a:»t : far too pixir we should think 
for Theobald himself who was a critic of a good deal 
of acuteness. 

It is somewhat remarkable that of these eight so- 
called "Doubtful Plays" just reviewed— The Birth 
of Merlin, 'l*he London Prodigal!. Thomas Lord 
Cromwell, Mucedorus, Sir lohn Old-castle, l*he 
Pvritaine, The Two Noble Kinsmen, and A York- 
shire Tragedy, — not one — if we except The Two 
Noble Kmsmen (which is rather over-estimated 
when it is ranked at third rate) — is of even ordinary 
merit ; not one is worth reprcsenution or publica- 
tion. 

The lamentable Tragedie of Locrine. . . . New- 
ly set foorth, ouerseene and corrected by W. S. 
London, isqs, 4", Arden of Feversham, London, 
I593> 4^» Arraignment of Paris Loudon, 1^84, 4", 
Edward the Ihird, London, 1596, 4^, Faii-e Em, 
London, 1631. 4", and The Merry Devill of Edmon- 
ton, I^ndon, x6o8, 4**, have also all been ascribed to 
Shakespeare — ^an attribution which proves the sell- 
ing power of the name, if it prove nothing else. 

It is only when you are searching for traces of 
Shakespeare's prn in these (not) " Doubtful Plays," 
or in comparing him with other writers of the age, 
that you appreciate his immeasurable superiority to 
his contemporaries — as to all other authors. 

The first collection of the *• Doubtful Plays** was 
in the Third Folio, 1664 (the copies dated 1663 do 



not contain them), where we read : " And unto this 
Impre«iMon is added seven Playes never before 

Knied in folio, viz. : Pericles Prince of Tyre. 1 he 
ndon Prodigall. The History of Thomas L**. 
Cromwell. Sir John Oldcastlc Lord Cobham. The 
Puritan Widow. A Yorkshire Tragedy. The 
Tragedy of Locrine." 

It is true that the editor of " The First American 
Edition,*' of the "Doubtful Plays," New York, 
1848, 8", makes a statement very different from this: 
he says : ^ 

" 1 he pieces in the collection which follows— The 
Two Noble Kinsmen excepted — were also printed, 
either with his name or his initials, in the lifetime of 
Shakespeare. An edition of his works put forth 
after his death, by Heminge and Condell, his 
friends, associate proprietors with him of the (^lobe 
llieatre, contained (making the same exception) the 
same body of plays : and tne dedications and pre- 
faces to this edition are supposed, with reason, to 
have been from the pen of lien Jonson, his intimate 
friend, and most profound and discriminating ad- 
mirer, lliey and he ought to have known whether 
these plays could properly, or should be, imputed 10 
his pen. They include them without comment, and, 
seemingly, without doubt or misgiving.'* General 
Introduction, tt. 

Here is a curious confounding of the First Folio, 
with the Third Folio of Ibtty-onc years later, twenty- 
seven years after Hen Jonson's death, and '* Printed 
for P. C," not Heminge and Condell. 

We may add that this editor's several Introduc- 
tions to Uie several plays display more judgmen( 
than some of the criticisms of Pope, >\arburtoa, 
Coleridge, Lamb, Schlegel, and Tieck, which he 
quotes.

Dibdin in his account (Library Companion, 1824, 
814, n.) of the First Folio remarks : 

'* I have already recorded one copy (in the pre- 
ceding [third] Class) as havint; been in the posses- 
sion of Messrs. Arch, booksellers, and I have here 
to record tit*o more. One, not large, with no verses 
opposit^, and bound in morocco, has the Uniquk 
distinction of having the date of i6a2 in the title- 
page— which is genuine.^^ 

One of Mr. Lenox's copies (the Lichfield- Baker) 
has a title-page with the date 1622 followed by the 
usual title-page dated 1623. He observes : 

"The title page with the driie 1633 is inlaid at the 
l<ottom, heltnv the imprint : if by this means the last 
figure has been tampered with, the alteration is very 
sncccssfully concealed." The Lenox ColUc. 0/ 
Shakespeare Folios: Amer. Bibliopolut^ Jun* 
and July^ 1870, p. i8a. 

Mr. Joseph Lilly, of I^ndon, whose opportunities 
of examination were, perhaps, never suqussed, hav- 
ing sold, according to Mr. Halliwell-Phillipps's esti- 
mate, more than one hundred copies of the First 
Folio, published his opinion in the Literary (jazette, 
March 8, 1862, that " there is no copy with the date 
1622, the figure 3 being impcriectly worked (or bat- 
tered) in that particular copy in which it appears." 

It will be observed that Dibdin (" Uniquk") and 
Lilly ("particular copy'*) knew of only one title- 
page dated 1622 : but Lowndes (Bibl. Man. edit. 
1834, 1645) remarks : 

" A copy of this first edition of Shakespeare is in 



existence, bearing the date of 1629, and another 
(now in the possession of James Baker, Esq. of 
Kings Arms, Coleman Street) has in addition, two 
cancelled leaves in the play of ' As you like it.' ^ 

Bohn (Lowndes's Bibl. Man., Part viii., 1863, 
2255) is still more explicit : 

" A copy of this first edition of Shakespeare, for- 
merly in the possession of Messrs. Arch, of Comhill, 
bore the date of 1623, and another of the same date 
(formerly Mr. Baker's, and now in the^possession of 
Mr. I^nox of New York) has in addition, two can- 
celled leaves in the play of ' As you like it,' sheet R • 
but, as regards the date, Mr. Lenox, in his own pri- 
vately printed catalogue, throws some doubt on its 
integrity. He says, ' The tiUe-page with the date 
1633 is inlaid at the bottom beioTv the imprint : if by 
this means the last figure has been tampered with, 
the alteration is very successfully concealed.'" 

But it is to be remembered that the Lichfield- 
Baker (now a Lenox) copy and the Arch copy were 
both known to, and described by, Dibdin, and he 
calls the Arch copy *' Uniquk" on account of its 
"having the date of 1633 in the title-page. " And 
three years beiore this (/. e. 7th March, 1821) James 
Boswelt, in his Addenda, p. 450, vol. xxi, to his edi- 
tion of Malone's Plays and Poems of Shakspeare, 
after referring to " a copy belonging to Mr. Lich- 
field." remarks : '* And in a copy lately at Messrs. 
Arch's, the title-page (evidently genuine) is dated 
1632. but the last page has the usual date 1623.'* 
Therefore the Baker or Lichfield copy had not in 
1824 a tide-page dated 1623. Did this tiUe-page, 
which was in it when Mr. Lenox purchased it at 
Sotheby's in May i8ss (at the Baker sale), come 
from the Arch copy (which we are not able to trace)? 
If not, there must be at least two tide-pages with 
the date 1632. Mr. Winsor, a most acconiplished 
and industrious expert, knew of but one title-page 
with "seemingly the date 1633" (Bibliog. 01 the 
Original Quartos and Folios, 1876, 77) — Mr. Lenox's; 
and Dr. Ingleby tells us, '' Of this first folio edition 
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of Sbakxpere, but one copy is known to be exu^nt 
beaiine the date 162a ; all the other known copies 
bear the date 1623 ; and the edition is generally 
Quoted as of the latter year." (A Complete View of 
the Sbakspere Controversy, 8*, 1861, 16.) Since the 
above was wntten. Dr. Ingleby writes us (Nov. 8, 
1879) : 

**Tho* I can*t find the place. I know that I have 
mentioaed the copy of Sh. Fo. i6a||| in some ot^er 
book of mine besides the Complete \ ieiv — in fact in 
connexbn with Mrs. Shakespeare's death, which I 
once looked upon as the event which heralded and 
precipitated the publication of the first Folio. My 
theoiy was — ^that the book was pardy printed in 1623, 
with a title having that date: revised once in 1633 
before Mrs. S.'s death ; and once again immediate. 
\y after her death. All I know of the i6a3 copy Mas 
derived from an article in Notes and Queries (? la 
S, or possibly and S) ; and have no doubt the copy 
there written about was the one known to (or pos- 
sessed by) Joseph Lilly, lliis I take to be the copy 
in the Lenox Ltorary. Whether it is a question ot a 
mere tide-page will depend upon the variations in 
your copy, wnich I have never had an opportunity 
of examining. To guide you in doing so, Irt me say, 
that all copies of the first Fo. fall into three classes,

but it has not the two errors of pagination already 
specified as peculiar to the earliest issue. 

'* The latest issue has * and/ ' kis,' and I have 
found a perfect uniformity of paging and mispaging 
in all the copies that have those two words correct- 
ly. If my theory be right, the copy that has the i6aa 
tide-page belongs to the earliest issue. I don't say 
this IS a cruci^ test of its truth. . . . Halliweli's 
copy belongs to the First Period — but has the 162^ 
title ; Lord £llesmere's copy belongs to the Second 
Period ; the Grenville and other S. M. copies be- 
long to the Third Period, lliese may serve as typi- 
cal copies. P. S. Do you know that the retouched 
portrait prefixed to the third folio was reissued in 
Dryden's Conquest of Granada f [See Notes and 
Qturies, 1856. ii. 45 : Kneiler's Portrait of Shak- 
speare.1 C. M. Ingleby." 

The Lenox Folios vary from Dr. Ingleby's sped- 
fications. 

It is asserted that the Arch copy had the usual 
date, Z633, on the last page. This is a presumptive, 
but not a conclusive, argument against the genuine- 
ness of the date i6aa. 

As regards the typographical accuracy and textual 
value of the First Fouo, Dr. Johnson, John Home 
Tooke (Diversions of Purley), J. P. Collier, and 
Charies Knight are among its champions ; Pope, 
Capell, Malone, Steevens, Hunter, Dyce, Ihe 
Cambridge editors, R. Grant White (Historical 
Sketch m the Text, Preface to vol. i., and Adver- 
tisement to Vol. i., his edition of Shakespeare, Bos- 
ton, i8^7-65X and Craik (North Brit. Rev., heb. 
1854), have more or less &ult to find with it See 
also Bentky's London Quarterly, No. iii, and 
OMrnhiU Mag., Oct. 1867. 

llie steady rise in the commercial value of the 
First Folio (publication price in 163^, £i) will be 
seen by the following quotations of some of the 
co|>ies sold :

'* Bibliographically speaking, it is not a verv rare 
book, except in its perfect state. Like all boo^s 
much in hand, it usually shows wear at the begin- 
ning and end, when the covers have been broken 
off. Steevens ranks it with other books of that 
period, which by reason of a popular demand, are 
oftenest found ' in a dirty and mutilated condition.* 
Speaking of Garrick's copy not bng afier the mid- 
dle of the last century, he thought he could only 
particularise ' above twenty other copies ; ' but com- 
petition had not at that dme brought to light as 
many as it was destined to produce. . . . Halliwell 
has recendy written to me, Uiat he thinks there must 
be in Great Britain, perfect and imperfec^ three or 
four hundred copies. He thinks Lilly alone must 
have sold a hundred." Winsor: A £t6lto^. of

THE LENOX COLLECTION OF SHAKESPEARE FOLIOS.* 

I HAVE in my possession a very remarkable set of the different editions of 
Shakespeare's plays in folio ; of which I propose to give a description, so 
far as they vary from the collation in Lowndes's Bibliographer's Manual, 
printed in 1834. Taking his account as a guide, I will note where any addi- 
tions or corrections are to be made. In a few instances, when he is not suf- 
ficiently explicit, some further details will be given in order to distinguish 
one edition from another. My copies are of large size and in fine condition ; 
— every leaf of them is genuine. 



First Edition, 1623. 

Of this edition I have two copies. 
One of them belonged originally to 
John Lichfield, Esqr., and is men- 
tioned by Dr. Dibdin in his Library 
Companion, page 811. It is also re- 
ferred to by Lowndes as the Baker 
copy. He states that it has the title- 
page with the date 1622, and, in addi- 
tion, two cancelled leaves in the play 
of As you like it. It is 12^ inches 
tall, and SJ inches wide. There are 
two copies of the leaf with Ben Jon- 
son's verses ; one is a perfect leaf 
without any watermark — the other has 
the verses perfect, and with the water- 



mark of a crown, but the verses are 
inlaid.

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cover the genuine state [of the Por- 
trait] is by observing the shading in 
the face to be expressed by single 
lines, without any crossing whatever." 
This remark is inaccurate ; it should 
read thus : The genuine portrait is 
known by observing that the cross 
lines do not occur on the right side of 
the face. The copper-plate in this 
state served for the first three edi- 
tions, but in the third it is much 
worn : — the cross lines were added 
for the fourth edition. 

The title-page with the date 1622 is 
inlaid at the bottom, below the im- 
print : if by this means the last figure 
has been tampered with, the altera- 
tion is very successfully concealed. 

There are seven preliminary leaves 
which follow the title-page ; the ver- 
sos of five are blank, viz. :

In one, page 37 is cor- 
rectly numbered — in the other it is 
39 In all the copies of this edition 
the following errors occur :

Richard the Second, page 26, second 
series of pagination, " The flye flow 
houres shall not determinate " for

joined together in the old printing, 
the one has been used for the other. 

Henry the Eighth^ page 229. Lowndes 
in his enumeration of the mistakes 
and omissions in the signatures, does 
not notice that x' the signature of 
this leaf is omitted. 

The reprint in 1807 of this edition 
corresponds generally with Lowndes's 
collation of the original The pages 
are numbered a second time through- 
out in the centre to the bottom, and 
in 2' from i to 223', a blank leaf com- 
pleting the last signature. The date 
occurs only in the watermark, and is 
best seen on the portrait and last leaf. 
This mark is Shakespeare | J. What- 
man I i8o5 I and sometimes 1807. 
The printer's name is on the verso of 
the title-page at the bottom — Printed 
by E. and J. Wright, St. John's Square. 
And at the bottom of the last page, J. 
Wright, Printer, No. 38 St. John's 
Square. 

I have also a copy, large size, of this 
reprint of 1806, on India Paper, of 
which only three were printed. It has 
the portrait by Droeshout in fac-simile, 
that of Philip, Earl of Pembroke, and 
a proof of the bust of Shakespeare 
from his monument. 

Second Edition, 1632. 

This edition also begins with a leaf, 
the recto blank, and Ben Jonson's 
verses on the verso. There are two 
mistakes in Lowndes's transcript of 
these verses : —the word ** Brasse " in 
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the 6ih line should be spelt with a 
final e, and the word ** Reader" is 
omitted in the 9th line. ** But, since 
he cannot, Reader looke."

John Philip Kcmbie killed Vortigern — being acted 
as Shakespeare's — in a very ingenious manner: — 
" The conduct of this gentleman," complains Ire- 
land, ^* was too obvious to the whole audience to 
need much comment: I must, however, remark 
that the particular line on which Mr. Kemble laid 
such a peculiar stress was in my humble opinion the 
watchword agreed upon by the Malone faction for 
the general howl. The speech alluded to ran as 
follows ; the line in Italics being that so particularly 
noticed by Mr. Kemble. . . . 

And 7vhem this soUfnn mockery is <fer . . . 

No sooner was the above line uttered in the most 
sepulchral tone of voice possible, and accompanied 
with that peculiar emphasis which on a subseauent 
occasion so justly rendered Mr. Kemble the object 
of criticism (vxx. on the first representation of Mr. 
CoUnan's Iron Chest), than the most discordant 
howl echoed from the pit that ever assailed the 
organs of hearing. After the lapse of ten minutes, 
the clamour subsided ; when Mr. Kemble, having 
again obtained a hearing, instead of proceeding 
with the speech at the ensuing^ line, very politely, 
and in order to amuse the audience still more, re- 
delivered the very line al)Ove quoted with even more 
solemn grimace than he -had in the first instance 
displayed .... Mr. Sh*r*d*n was much dis- 
pleased at the conduct of the gentleman mentioned 
in the preceding paragraph." Confessions, edit.

" Questions as to typographical blunders in editions of the classics are 
mixed up with larger critical inquiries into the purity of the ascertained text, 
and thus run in veins through the mighty strata of philological and critical 
controversy which from the days of Poggio downwards, have continued to 
form that voluminous mass of learning which the outer world contemplates 
with silent awe. 

To some extent the same spirit of critical inquiry has penetrated into our 
own language. What we have of it clusters almost exclusively around the 
mighty name of Shakspeare. Shakspearian criticism is a branch of knowl- 
edge by itself. To record its triumphs— -from that greatest one by which 
the senseless * Table of Greenfield,' which interrupted the touching close of 
FalstafTs days, was replaced by * 'a babbled of green fields * — would make 
a large book of itself. He who would undertake it, in a perfectly candid 
and impartial spirit, would give us, varied no doubt with much erudition and 
acuteness, a curious record of blundering ignorance and presumptuous con- 
ceit, the one so intermingling with the other that it would be often difficult 
to distinguish them."

opens the gate of the magical world of spirits, calls up the midnight ghost, 
exhibits before us the witches with their unhallowed rites, peoples the air 
with sportive fairies and sylphs, and these beings, though existing only in 
the imagination, nevertheless possess such truth and consistency, that even 
with such misshapen abortions as Calibah he extorts the assenting conviction 
that were there such beings they would so conduct themselves. In a word, 
as he carries a bold and pregnant fancy into the kingdom of nature, on the 
other hand he carries nature into the regions of fancy which lie beyond the 
confines of reality. We are lost in astonishment at the close intimacy he 
brings us into with the extraordinary, the wonderful, and the unheard-of.'*

We see in every piece of his am artistic 
reproduction of those eternal laws which, in spite of many apparent contra- 
dictions, and through all antagonistic forces, regulate always in the end the 
national, and very often the individual, destinies of mankind. To represent 
them in action is the divine privilege of the dramatic genius."

The vet- 
eran general, distinguished by coolness, sagacity, and self-command, sinks 
under a conflict between love strong as death and jealousy cruel as the 
grave. The brave and loyal subject passes step by step to the extremities 
of human depravity. We trace his progress from the first dawning of unlaw- 
ful ambition to the cynical melancholy of his impenitent remorse.

Nothing is omitted ; nothing 
is crowded. Great as are the changes, narrow as is the compass within 
which they are exhibited, they shock us as little as the gradual alterations of 
those human faces we see every evening and every morning. The magical 
skill of the poet resembles that of the Dervise in The Spectator, who con- 
densed all the events of seven years into the single moment during which 
the king held his head under the water. . . . Dryden truly said that 

* Shakspeare^s magic could not copied be : 
Within tliat cirde none durst walk but he.' *

lordship ascribes to Shakespeare '' supreme and universal excellence "

den) ; declares that he " has had neither equal nor second " (on Madame 
D'Arblay) ; and considers Othello " perhaps the greatest work in the world"

Life of Byron and Croker's BoswelFs Johnson. 

" Well, this is our poor Warwickshire Peasant who rose to be manager of 
a Playhouse, so that he could live without begging ; whom the Elarl of South- 
ampton cast some kind glances on ; whom Sir Thomas Lucy, many thanks 
to him, was for sending to the treadmill I We did not account him a god 
like Odin, while he dwelt with us ;— on which point there were much to be 
said. But I will say rather, or repeat : In spite of the sad state Hero-wor- 
ship now lies in, consider what this Shakespeare has actually become among 
us. Which Englishman we ever made, in this land of ours, which million 
of Englishmen, would we not give up rather than the Stratford Peasant ? 
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There is no regiment of highest dignitaries that we would sell him for. He 
is the grandest thing we have yet done. For our honour among foreign 
nations, as an ornament to our English household, what item is there that 
we would not surrender rather than him ? Consider now, if they asked us : 
Will you give up your Indian Empire or your Shakespeare, you English ; 
never have had any Indian Empire, or never have had any Shakespeare ? 
Really it were a grave question. Official persons would answer doubtless in 
official language ; but we, for our part too, should not we be forced to answer : 
Indian Empire or no Indian Empire ; we cannot do without our Shakespeare : 
Indian Empire will go, at any rate, some day ; but this Shakespeare does 
not go, he lasts for ever with us ; we cannot give up our Shakespeare. Nay, 
apart from spiritualities ; and considering him merely as a real marketable, 
tangibly useful possession : England, before long, this Island of ours, will 
hold but a small fraction of the English ; in America, in New Holland, east 
and west, to the very Antipodes, there will be a Saxondom covering great 
spaces of the globe. And now what is it that can keep all these together 
into virtually one Nation, so that they do not fall out and fight, but live at 
peace, in brother-like intercourse, helping one another ? This is justly 
regarded as the greatest practical problem, the thing all manner of sove- 
reignties and governments are here to accomplish : what is it that will accom- 
plish this ? Act of Parliament, administrative prime ministers, cannot 
America is parted from us, so far as Parliament could part it. Call it not 
fantastic, for there is much reality in it : Here, I say, is an English king, 
whom no time or chance, Parliament or combination of Parliaments, can 
dethrone I This king, Shakespeare, does not he shine, in crowned sove- 
reignty over us all, as the noblest, gentlest, yet strongest of rallying signs ; 
indestructible ; really more valuable in that point of view than any other 
means or appliance whatsoever ? We can fancy him as radiant aloft over 
all the nations of Englishmen, a thousand years hence. From Paramatta, 
from New York, wheresoever, under what sort of Parish-Constable soever, 
English men and women are, they will say to one another : * Yes, this 
Shakespeare is ours ; we produced him, we speak and think by him ; we are 
of one blood and kind with him.* The most common-sense pohtician, too, 
if he pleases, may think of that."

Wc dissent from Mr. I3ohn : we do not believe 
that there was an edition before this of 1637: indeed 
the first collective edition of Randolph's Poems was 
not published until (Oxford) 16^8 : it contained only 
114 pages, and it is probable that some one had 
bound up with it Milton's Maske, and thus misled 
Sir Henry, whose "som good while before" may 
have been only a few months. Oldys says that Co- 
mus was often bound up with the first edition of 
Randolph's Poems. The Maske is not called Co- 
mus, nor does it bear Milton's name. Lawes as- 



serts in his Epistle Dedicatorie to Lord Bradv that 
" the often copying of it hath dr'd my pen/ etc. : 
hence he printed it.

**Thc chief peculiarity in this issue, as compared 
with its predecessors, is the increase of the bulk of 
the volume by fourteen pages or seven leaves. 1 his 
is accounted for as follows: — In the preceding issues 
there had been no Prose Argument, Preface, or pre- 
liminary matter to the text of the poem ; but in this 
there arc fourteen pages of new matter, interpolated 
between the title-leaf and the poem.

A FEW TRIBUTES TO MILTON. 



** If we look into the characters of Milton [in Paradise Lost] we shall find 
that he has introduced all the variety his fable was capable of receiving. The 
whole species of mankind was in two persons at the time to which the subject 
of his poem is confined. We have, however, four distinct characters in these 
two persons. We see man and woman in the highest innocence and perfec- 
tion and in the most abject state of guilt and infirmity. The two last charac- 
ters are, indeed, very common and obvious ; but the two first are not only 
more magnificent, but more new, than any characters either in Virgil or 

Homer, or, indeed, in the whole circle of nature A Roman could 

not but rejoice in the escapes, successes, and victories of iEneas, and be 
grieved at any defeats, misfortunes, or disappointments that befel him ; as a 
Greek must have had the same regard for Achilles. And it is plain that each 
of those poems have lost this great advantage among those readers to whom 
their heroes are as strangers or indifferent persons. 

Milton's poem is admirable in this respect, since it is impossible for any 
of its readers, whatever nation, country, or people h6 may belong to, not to 
be related to the persons who are the principal actors, in it ; but, what is still 
infinitely more to its advantage, the principal actors in this poem are not only 
our progenitors, but our representatives. We have an actual interest in 
every thing they do ; and no less than our utmost happiness is concerned and 

lies at stake in all their behaviour Virgil has excelled all others 

in the propriety of his sentiments. Milton shines likewise very much in this 
particular ; nor must we omit one consideration which adds to his honour awt ' 
reputation. Homer and Virgil introduced persons whose characters' agte . 
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commonly known among men, and such as are to be met with either in his- 
tory or in ordinary conversation. Milton's characters, most of them, lie out 

of nature, and were to be formed purely by his own invention 

Adam and Eve before the fall arc a different species from that of mankind 
who are descended from them ; and none but a poet of the most unbounded 
invention and the most exquisite judgment could have fitted their conversa- 
tion and behaviour with so many apt circumstances during their state of inno- 
cence Milton'schief talent, and, indeed, his distinguishing excel- 
lence, lies in the sublimity of his thoughts. There are others of the moderns 
who rival him in every other part of poetry ; but in the greatness of his senti- 
ments he triumphs over all the poets, both modern and ancient. Homer only 
excepted. [Homer only excepted. He might have said, with truth, ** Homer 
himself not excepted." — Bishop Hurd.] It is impossible for the imagina- 
tion of man to distend itself with greater ideas than those which he has laid 
together in his first, second, and sixth books. The seventh, which describes 
the creation of the world, is likewise wonderfully sublime, though not so apt 
to stir up emotion in the mind of the reader, nor, consequently, so perfectly 
in the epic way of writing, because it is filled with less action. Let the judi- 
cious reader compare what Longinus has observed on several passages in 
Homer, and he will find parallels for most of them in the Paradise Lost. 
, . . . Sentiments which raise laughter can very seldom be admitted 
with any decency into an heroic poem, whose business it is to excite passions 
of a much nobler nature The only piece of pleasantry in Para- 
dise Lost is where the evil spirits are described as rallying the angels upon 
the success of their new-invented artillery. This passage I look upon to be 
the most exceptionable in the whole poem, as being nothing else but a string 

of puns, and those, too, very indifferent ones If clearness and 

perspicuity were only to be consulted, the poet woud have nothing else to do 
but to clothe his thoughts in the most plain and natural expressions. But 
since it often happens that the most obvious phrases, and those which are 
used in ordinary conversation, become too familiar to the ear, and contract a 
kind of meanness by passing through the mouths of the vulgar, a poet should 
take particular care to guard himself against idiomatic modes of speaking. 
Ovid and Lucan have many poornesses of expression upon this account, as 
taking up with the first phrases that offered, without putting themselves to the 
trouble of looking after such as would not only be natural but also elevated 
and sublime. Milton has but a few failings in this kind, of which, however, 
you may meet with some instances, as in the following passages : . . . . 

The number of books in Paradise Lost is equal to those of the iEneid. 
Our author in his first edition had divided his poem into ten books, but 
afterwards broke the seventh and the eleventh each of them into two differ- 
ent books, by the help of some small additions. This second division was 
made with great judgment, as any one may see who will be at the pains of 
examining it. It was not done for the sake of such a chimerical beauty as 
that of resembling Virgil in this particular, but for the more just and regular 
division of this great work 

Those who have criticised on the Odyssey, the Iliad, and v£ncid, have 
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taken a great deal of pains to fix the number of months and days contained 
in the action of each of those poems. If any one thinks it worth his while to 
examine this particular in Milton, he will find that from Adam's first appear- 
ance in the fourth book, to his expulsion from Paradise in the twelfth, the 
author reckons ten days. As for that part of the action which is described in 
the three first books, as it does not pass within the regions of nature, I have 
before observed that it is not subject to any calculations of time." Addison :

'* A subject so remote from the affairs of this world may furnish ground, 
to those who think such discussions material, to bring it into doubt whether 
Paradise Lost can properly be classed among epic poems. By whatever 
name it is to be called, it is undoubtedly one of the highest efforts of poetical 
genius ; and in one great characteristic of the epic poem, majesty and sub- 
limity, it is fully equal to any that bear that name The subject 

which he has chosen suited the daring sublimity of his genius. It is a subject 
for which Milton alone was fitted ; and in the conduct of it he has shown a 
stretch both of imagination and invention which is perfectly wonderful. It is 
astonishing how, from the few hints given us in the Sacred Scriptures, he was 
able to raise so complete and regular a structure, and to fill his poem with 
such a variety of incidents Milton's great and distinguishing ex- 
cellence is his sublimity. In this, perhaps, he excels Homer, as there is no 

doubt of his leaving Virgil and every other poet far behind him 

Milton's sublimity is of a different kind from that of Homer. Homer's is 
generally accompanied with fire and impetuosity ; Milton's possesses more of 
a calm and amazing grandeur. Homer warms and hurries us along : Milton 
fixes us in a state of astonishment and elevation. Homer's sublimity appears 
most in the description of actions, Milton's in that of wonderful and stupen- 
dous objects. But though Milton is most distinguished for his sublimity, yet 
there is also much of the beautiful, the tender, in many parts of his work. 
. . . . He discovers a vigour, a grasp of genius, equal to everything 
that is great : if at some times he falls much below himself, at other times 
he rises above every poet of the ancient or modern world." — Rev. Dr. 
Hugh Blair : Lectures on Rhetoric and Belles-Lettres, Lect. xliv. 

" It will not be too much to say that, of all uninspired writings (if these 
be uninspired), Milton's are the most worthy of profound study by all minds 
which would know the creativeness, the splendour, the learning, the elo- 
quence, the wisdom, which the human intellect can reach. Among the mi- 
raculous acquirements of Milton was his deep and familiar intimacy with all 
classical and all chivalrous literature — the amalgamation in his mind of all 
the philosophy and all the sublime and ornamented literature of the ancients, 
and all the abstruse, the laborious, the immature learning of all those who 
again drew off the mantle of Time from the ancient treasures of genius and 
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mingled with them their own crude conceptions and fanatic theories. He 
extracted from this mine all that would aid the imagination without shocking 
the reason. He never rejected philosophy, but, where it was fabulous, only 

offered it as ornament He had not only one requisite of the 

Muse, but every one, of the highest order and in the highest degree. His 
invention of poetical fable and poetical imagery was exhaustless, and always 
grand, and always consistent with the faith of a cultivated and sensitive 
mind. Sublimity was his primary and unfailing power. His characters were 
new, surprising, gigantic, or beautiful, and full of instruction, such as high 
wisdom sanctioned. His sentiments were lofty, comprehensive, eloquent, 
consistent, holy, original, and an amalgamation of spirit, religion, intellect, 
and marvellous learning. His language was his own, — sometimes a little 
rough and unvernacular, but as magnificent as his mind, — of pregnant 
thought, naked in its strength rich and picturesque where imagery was re- 
quired, often exquisitely harmonious where the occasion permitted, but some- 
times strong, mighty, and speaking with the voice of thunder 

With him we rise to the stern simplicity of inspired wisdom : he leaves us 
in no state of factitious heat, to fall again, like Icarus, after having mounted 
on false wings : we find breathed into us a calm fortitude; we expect sorrows, 
and wrongs, and dangers, and are prepared for them ; we covet no inebriate 
visions, and thus expose ourselves to no blight on a diseased susceptibility. 
The elevation is sublime, yet, by its sublimity, gives us mastery to grapple 
with earth." — Sir S. Egerton Brydges. 

** The very splendour of his poetic fame has tended to obscure or conceal 
the extent of his mind and the variety of its energies and attainments. To 
many he seems only a poet, when in truth he was a profound scholar, a man 
of vast compass of thought, imbued thoroughly with all ancient and modern 
learning, and able to master, to mould, to impregnate with his own intellec- 
tual power, his great and various acquisitions In delineating Mil- 
ton's character as 2Lpoety we are saved the necessity of looking far for its dis- 
tinguishing attributes. His name is almost identified with sublimity. He is 
in truth the sublimest of men. He rises, not by effort or discipline, but by 
a native tendency and a godlike instinct, to the contemplation of objects of 
grandeur and awfulness. He always moves with a conscious energy. There 
is no subject so vast or terrific as to repel or intimidate him. The overpower- 
ing grandeur of a theme kindles and attracts him This attribute 

of power is universally felt to characterize Milton. His sublimity is in every 
man's mouth. Is it felt that his poetry breathes a sensibility and tenderness 
hardly surpassed by its sublimity ? . . . . We might quote pages in il- 
lustration of the qualities here ascribed to Milton In illustration 

of Milton's tenderness, we will open almost at a venture We 

close our remarks on Milton's poetry with observing that it is characterized 

by seriousness But Milton's poetry, though habitually serious, 

is always healthful, and bright, and vigorous. It has no gloom. He took 
no pleasure in drawing dark pictures of life ; for he knew by experience that 
there is a power in the soul to transmute calamity into an occasion and nu-

" In * Paradise Lost ' we feel as if we were admitted to the outer courts 
of the Infinite. In that all-glorious temple of genius inspired by truth, we 
catch the full diapason of the heavenly organ. With its first choral swell the 
soul is lifted from the earth. In the * Divina Commedia ' the man, the Floren- 
tine, the exiled Ghibelline, stands out from first to last, breathing defiance 
and revenge. Milton, in some of his prose works, betrays the partisan also ; 
but in his poetry we see him in the white robes of the minstrel, with up- 
turned though sightless eyes, rapt in meditation at the feet of the heavenly 
muse. Dante, in his dark vision, descends to the depths of the world of per- 
dition, and, homeless fugitive that he is, drags his proud and prosperous ene- 
mies down with him, and buries them, doubly destroyed, in the flaming sepul- 
chres of the lowest hell. Milton, on the other hand, seems almost to have 
purged off the dross of humanity. Blind, poor, friendless, in solitude and 
sorrow, with quite as much reason as his Italian rival to repine at his fortune 
and war against mankind, how calm and unimpassioned is he in all that con- 
cerns his own personality ! He deemed too highly of his divine gift to make 
it the instrument of immortalizing his hatreds. One cry alone of sorrow at his 
blindness, one pathetic lamentation over the evil days on which he had fallen, 
bursts from his full heart. There is not a flash of human wrath in all his 
pictures of woe. Hating nothing but evil spirits, in the childlike simplicity of 
his heart, his pure hands undefiled with the pitch of the political intrigues in 
which he had lived, he breathes forth his inexpressibly majestic strains, — the 
poetry not so much of earth as heaven." — Edward Everett : Orations and 
Speeches^ 1853, ii.

** The subject of Paradise Lost is the finest that has ever been chosen for 

heroic poetry : it is also managed by Milton with remarkable skill 

The ordonnance or composition of the Paradise Lost is admirable ; and here 
we perceive the advantage which Milton's great familiarity with the Greek 
theatre, and his own original scheme of the poem had given him. Ev6ry part 

succeeds in an order noble, clear, and natural The conception 

of Satan is doubtless the first efibrt of Milton's genius The com- 
parison of Milton with Homer has been founded on the acknowledged pre- 
eminence of each in his own language, and on the lax application of the word 
epic to their great poems. But there was not much in common either be- 
tween their genius or its products ; and Milton has taken less in direct 
imitation from Homer than from several other poets. His favourites had 
rather been Sophocles and Euripides : to them he owes the structure of his 
blank verse, his swell and dignity of style, his grave enunciation of moral 
and abstract sentiment, his tone of description, neither condensed like that 
of Dante, nor spread out with the diffuseness of the other Itahans and of 
Homer himself. Next to these Greek tragedians, Virgil seems to have been 
his model ; with the minor Latin poets, except Ovid, he does not, I think, 
show any great familiarity ; and though abundantly conversant with Ariosto, 
3 
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Tasso, and Marini, we cannot say that they influenced his manner, which, 
unlike theirs, is severe and stately, never light, nor, in the sense we should 
apply the words to them, rapid and animated. 

** To Dante, however, he bears a much greater likeness. He has, in com- 
mon with that poet, an uniform seriousness ; for the brighter colouring of 
both is but the smile of a pensive mind, a fondness for argumentative speech, 
and for the same strain of argument This, indeed, proceeds in part from 
the general similarity, the religious, and even theological, cast of their sub- 
jects: I advert particularly to the last part of Dante's poems We 

rarely meet with feeble lines in Paradise Lost, though with many that are 
hard, and in common use of the word, might be called prosaic. Yet few are 
truly prosaic, few wherein the tone is not some way distinguished from prose. 
The very artificial style of Milton, sparing in English idiom, and his study of 
a rhythm not always the most grateful to our ears, but preserving his blank 
verse from a trivial flow, is the cause of this elevation. It is at least more 
removed from a prosaic cadence than the slovenly rhymes of such contempo- 
rary poets as Chamberlayne. His versification is entirely his own, framed on 
a Latin and chiefly a Virgilian model, the pause less frequently resting on the 
close of the line than in Homer, and much less than in our own dramatic 
poets. But it is also possible that the Italian and Spanish blank- verse may 
have had some effect upon his ear." — Hallam : Introduc. to Lit, Hist, ^

" It has been, indeed, objected to Milton, by a common perversion of 
criticism, that his ideals were musical, rather than picturesque, as if because 
they were in the highest degree musical they must be (to keep the sage critical 
balance even, and to allow no one man to possess two qualities at the same 
time) proportionably deficient in other respects. But Milton's poetry is not 
cast in any such narrow, commonplace mould ; it is not so barren of re- 
sources. His worship of the muse was not so simple or confined. A sound 
arises 

' Like a steam of rich distiU'd perfumes ; * 

we hear the pealing organ ; but the incense on the altars is also there, and 
the statues of the gods are ranged around. The ear, indeed, predominates 
over the eye, because it is more immediately affected, and because the lan- 
guage of music blends more immediately with and forms a more natural ac- 
companiment to the variable and indefinite association of ideas conveyed by 
words. But where the associations of the imaginations are the principal thing 
the individual object is given by Milton with equal force and beauty. . . . 
Milton's works are a perpetual invocation to the muses — a hymn to fame. 
. . . Milton has borrowed more than any other author, and exhausted every 
source of imitation, sacred and profane ; yet he is perfectly distinct from every 
other writer. He is a writer of centos, and yet in originality scarce inferior to 
Homer. The power of his mind is stamped on every line. The fervour of his 
imagination melts down and renders malleable, as in a furnace, the most con- 
tradictory materials. In reading his works we feel ourselves under the influ- 
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ence of a mighty intellect, that the nearer it approaches to others becomes 
more distinct from them. The quantity of art in him shows the strength of 
his genius ; the weight of his intellectual obligations would have oppressed any 
other writer. Milton's learning has all the effect of intuition. He describes 
objects of which he could only have read in books with the vividness of ac- 
tual observation. His imagination has the force of nature. He makes words 
tell as pictures."

'* It is certain that this author, when in a happy mood and employed on 
a noble subject, is the most wonderfully sublime of any poet in any language, 
Homer and Lucretius, and Tasso not excepted. More concise than Homer, 
more simple than Tasso, more nervous than Lucretius, had he lived in a later 
age and learned to polish some rudeness in his verses, had he enjoyed better 
fortune and possessed leisure to watch the returns of genius on himself, he 
had attained the pinnacle of perfection and borne away the palm of epic 
poetry."

" I am now to examine * Paradise Lost ; ' a poem which, considered with 
respect to design, may claim the first place, and with respect to performance 
the second, among the productions of the human mind. By the general con- 
sent of critics the first praise of genius is due to the writer of an epic poem, 
as it requires an assemblage of all the powers which are singly sufficient for 

other compositions The subject of an epic poem is naturally an 

event of great importance. That of Milton is not the destruction of a city, the 
conduct of a colony, or the foundation of an empire. His subject is the fate 
of worlds, the revolutions of Heaven and of earth; rebellion against the Su- 
preme King, raised by the highest order of created beings ; the overthrow of 
their host, and the punishment of their crime ; the creation of a new race of 
reasonable beings, their original happiness and innocence, their forfeiture 
of immortality,. and their restoration to hope and peace. 

** Great events can be hastened or retarded only by persons of elevated 
dignity. Before the greatness displayed in Milton's poem all other greatness 
shrinks away. The weakest of his agents are the highest and noblest of 
human beings, the original parents of mankind, — with whose actions the 
elements consented, on whose rectitude or deviation of will depended the 
state of terrestrial nature and the condition of all the future inhabitants of 
the globe. 

** Of the other agents in the poem, the chief are such as it is irreverence 
to name on slight occasions. The rest were lower powers, 

* of which the least could wield 

Those elements, and arm him with the force 
Of all their regions ; ' 

powers which only the control of Omnipotence restrains from laying creation 
waste and filling the vast expanse of space with ruin and confusion. To dis- 
play the motives and actions of beings thus superior, so far as human reason 
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can examine them or human imagination represent them, is the task which 
this mighty poet has undertaken and performed To the com- 
pleteness or integrity of the design nothing can be objected : it has dis- 
tinctly and clearly what Aristotle requires — a beginning, a middle, and an 
end. There is, perhaps, no poem of the same length from which so little can 

be taken without apparent mutilation The thoughts which are 

occasionally called forth in the progress are such as could only be produced 
by an imagination in the highest degree fervid and active, to which materials 
were supplied by incessant study and unlimited curiosity. 

** The heat of Milton's mind might be said to sublimate his learning, to 
throw off into his work the spirit of science, unmingled with its grosser parts. 
He had considered creation in its whole extent, and his descriptions are 
therefore learned. He had accustomed his imagination to unrestrained in- 
dulgence, and his conceptions therefore were extensive. The characteristic 
quality of his poetry is sublimity. He sometimes descends to the elegant : 
but his element is the great. He can occasionally invest himself with grace ; 
but his natural post is gigantic loftiness. [Algarotti terms it gigantesca sub- 
limata Miltoniana, Note.] He can please when pleasure is required : but 
it is his peculiar power to astonish." — Dr. Samuel Johnson : Lives of the 
Most Eminent English Poets. 

** Call him henceforward the most glorious one that ever existed upon 
earth. If two — Bacon and Shakspeare — have equalled him in diversity and 
intensity of power, did either of these spring away with such resolution from 
the sublimcst heights of genius to liberate and illuminate with patient labour 
the manacled human race ? And what is his recompense ? The same rec- 
ompense that all men like him have received, and will receive for ages. Per- 
secution follows righteousness : the Scorpion is next in succession to Libra. 
The fool, however, who ventures to detract from Milton's genius in the night 
which now appears to close on him, will, when the dawn has opened on his 
dull ferocity, be ready to bite off a limb if he might thereby limp away from 
the trap he has prowled into. Among the gentler, the better, and the wiser, 
few have entered yet the awful structure of his mind ; few comprehend, few 
are willing to contemplate, its vastness. Politics now occupy scarcely a 
closet in it. We seldom are inclined to converse on them ; and when we 
do, it is jocosely rather than austerely. For even the bitterest berries grow 

less acrid when they have been hanging long on the tree A great 

poet represents a great portion of the human race. Nature delegated to 
Shakspeare the interest and direction of the whole : to Milton a smaller part, 
but with plenary power over it ; and she bestowed on him such fervour and 

majesty of eloquence as on no other mortal in any age If ever 

there was a poet who knew Nature well and described her in all her loveliness 
it was Milton Milton has equal strength [with Demosthenes] with- 
out an abatement of beauty — not a sinew sharp or rigid, not a vein varicose 
or inflated. Hercules killed robbers and ravishers with his knotted club ; he 
cleansed also royal stables by turning whole rivers into them ; Apollo, with 
no labour or effort, overcame the Python, brought around him in the full ac- 
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cordance of harmony, all the Muses, and illuminated with his sole splendour 
the universal world. Such is the difference I see between Demosthenes and 

Milton I find traces in Milton of nearly all the best Latin poets."

" Milton did not strictly belong to any of the classes which we have de- 
scribed. He was not a Puritan. He was not a free-thinker. He was not a 
Cavalier. In his character the noblest qualities of every party were combined 
in harmonious union. From the Parliament and from the Court, from the 
conventicle and from the Gothic cloister, from the gloomy and sepulchral cir- 
cles of the Roundheads, and from the Christmas revel of the hospitable Cav- 
alier, his nature selected and drew to itself whatever was great and good, 
while it rejected all the base and pernicious ingredients by which those finer 
elements were defiled. 

Like the Puritans, he lived, 

* As ever in his great task-master's eye.' 

Like them, he kept his mind continually fixed on an Almighty Judge and 
an eternal reward. And hence he acquired their contempt of external cir- 
cumstances, their fortitude, their tranquility, their inflexible resolution. But 
not the coolest sceptic or the most profane scoffer was more perfectly free 
from the contagion of their frantic delusions, their savage manners, their lu- 
dicrous jargon, their scorn of science, and their aversion to pleasure. Hating 
tyranny with a perfect hatred, he had nevertheless all the estimable and 
ornamental qualities which were almost entirely monopolised by the party of 
the tyrant. There was none who had a stronger sense of the value of litera- 
ture, a finer relish for every elegant amusement, or a more chivalrous deli- 
cacy of honour and love. Though his opinions were democratic, his tastes 
and his associations were such as harmonize best with monarchy and aris- 
tocracy. He was under the influence of all the feelings by which the gallant 
Cavaliers were misled. But of those feelings he was the master and not the 
slave. Like the hero of Homer he enjoyed all the pleasures of fascination ; 
but he was not fascinated. He listened to the song of the Syrens ; yet he 
glided by without being seduced to their fatal shore. He tasted the cup of 
Circe ; but he bore about him a sure antidote against the effects of its be- 
witching sweetness. The illusions which captivated his imagination never 
impaired his reasoning powers. The statesman was proof against the splen- 
dour, the solemnity, and the romance which enchanted the poet. Any per- 
son who will contrast the sentiments expressed in his Treatises on Prelacy, 
with the exquisite lines on Ecclesiastical Architecture and Music in the Pen- 
seroso, which was published about the same time, will understand our mean- 
ing. This is an inconsistency which, more than anything else, raises his 
character in our estimation ; because it shows how many private tastes and 
feelings he sacrificed, in order to do what he considered his duty to man- 
kind. It is the very struggle of the noble Othello. His heart relents ; but 
his hand is firm. He does naught in hate, but all in honour. He kisses the 
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beautiful deceiver before he destroys her." — Lord Macaulay, Edin. Re- 
view^ Aug,f 1825, 342) and in his Essays (Milton). 
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The imitators of Milton, like most other imitators, are not copies y but 
caricatures^ of their original : they are a hundred times more obsolete and 
cramp than he, and equally so in all places ; whereas it should have been 
observed of Milton that he is not lavish of his exotic words and phrases every- 
where alike, but employs them much more where the subject is marvellous, 
vast, and strange, as in the scenes of heaven, hell, chaos, etc. — than where 
it is turned to the natural and agreeable — as in the pictures of Paradise, the 
loves of our first parents, the entertainments of angels and the like." — Pope :

** The genius of both [Dante and Milton] was of the severest kind. For 
this reason, any display of their sensibility, like the light breaking through a 
dark cloud, affects us the more by contrast. Such are the sweet pictures of 
domestic bliss in Paradise Lost, and the tender tale of Francesca di Rimini 
in the Inferno. Both are sublime in the highest signification of the term ; 
but Milton is an ideal poet, and delights in generalization, while Dante is the 
most literal of artists, and paints every thing in detail. He refuses no im- 
agery, however mean, that can illustrate his subject. This is too notorious to 
require exemplification. He is, moreover, eminently distinguished by the 
power of depicting his thought by a single vigorous touch — a manner well- 
known in Italy under the name of Dantesque. It would not be easy for such 
a verse as the following, without sacrifice of idiom, to be condensed within the 
same compass in our language : 

' Con viso, che tacendo dicea tacL* 

It would be interesting to trace the similarity of tastes in these great minds, 
as exliibited in their pleasures equally with their serious pursuits, — in their 
exquisite sensibility to music, in their early fondness for those ancient ro- 
mances which they have so often celebrated both in prose and verse ; but 
our limits will not allow us to pursue the subject farther." — William H.

" On what occasions does the spirit of rage, the king of evil, utter reflec- 
tions which may be called wise ? First, when contemplating the beauty of 
the sun ; secondly, in contemplating the beauty of the earth ; thirdly, 
in contemplating the beauty of two beings who in peaceful converse assure 
each other of their mutual love ; fourthly, in contemplating one of those 
creatures alone, among trees, cultivating flowers, the image of innocence 
and tranquility. All that is good and fair at first excites his admiration ; 
this awakens remorse, by the remembrance of what he has lost, and the 
results of his remorse only harden him the more in crime. The king of evil 
by degrees becomes worthy of his new empire. Eve gathering flowers ap- 
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pears to him happy : her serenity is the pleasure of innocence ; he hastens 
to destroy what he admires, because he is the destroyer of all happiness. In 

these four soliloquies Milton has preserved the same character for Satan with-

out copying himself. Satan is not the hero of his poem, but the masterpiece 
of his poetry.— Louis Racine. 

* * In none of his works is his reading made so directly subservient to his end 
as in his Paradise Regained, — a poem arguing in its author a more than com- 
mon confidence in the exuberance of his own resources. It was a bold scheme, 
indeed, to undertake the structure of- even so short an epic as this out of the 
history of our Lord's temptation, — comprised as that history is in half a score 
verses of St. Matthew, and forbidding by its very nature any violent interfer- 
ence with recorded facts ; yet the imagination of Milton, duly exercised 
upon those elements with which his memory was stored, enabled him to ex- 
pand his subject, without profaning it, into a poem, which had it been only 
an episode (as it should have been) would have borne a comparison with the 
happiest that have been written. Our Lord is * anhungered,' and through 
that appetite tempted of the devil. Narrow as this ground is, for Milton it is 
enough ; and he forthwith raises a table in the wilderness, furnished from 
Pont us and Lucrine lake and Attic coast, and the charming pipes are 
heard to play, and Arabian odours and early flowers breathe around, and 
nymphs and naiads of Diana's train are summoned forth to dance beneath 
the shade ; and the whole is combined into one of those splendid banquets, 
with which nothing but a most perfect knowledge of antiquity could have 
supplied him. Again, Satan takes ' the Saviour up into an exceeding high 
mountain, and shows him the kingdoms of the world, and the glory of them.' 
Then is the scholar awakened once more : the hint suffices to unlock the 
magazines of his learning ; the fountains of the great deep are broken up ; 
and now the Parthians, with all their martial appointments, and the evolu- 
tions peculiar to them, appear before us in the most faithful array ; and 
now, in her turn, Rome under Tiberius is depicted, with the spirit, indeed, 
of a poet, but with the accuracy of a contemporary annalist ; and her impe- 
rial palace, the houses of her gods, the conflux of divers nations and languages 
at her gates ; the embassies from far crowding the Emilian and Appian 
roads ; the praetors and proconsuls hasting to their provinces, or on their tri- 
umphant return ; all fill the mind's eye, till it is again carried away to the 
westward, and the flowery hill of Hymettus offers itself to our notice ; and 
Athens, with its picturesque suburbs, is unfolded with a perspicuity and pre- 
cision that might challenge the most scrupulous critic to quarrel even with an 
epithet (so true is Milton to his Grecian masters) ; whilst her schools of phil- 
osophy, the sects into which they are divided, the dogmas they severally es- 
poused — all pass in rapid review, leaving us confounded at the mental pleni- 
tude of this extraordinary man." — Robert Southey : Quarterly Review^

'' Milton, with his sublime genius, is in a certain point of view the most 
irregular of poets. For he not only departs from rules, but he casts them 
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down with the strength of a giant and builds up a new poetic world on their 
ruins. For this reason, his wonderful poem cannot be assigned a place in any 
of the departments which are usually regarded as the only possible ones for 
poetic creations. He takes at once into his great poetic ocean the whole of 
the four paradisal rivers of poetry — the epic, the lyric, the didactic, and the 
dramatic. It has therefore been justly observed that the proper object of the 
poem is didactic, as the poem will by means of it 'justify the ways of God 
to Men.* It is epic merely by the greatness of the action and the episodes re- 
specting the war in heaven. But the action itself is dramatic, both in design 
and execution, and the main interest, from beginning to end, dwells about a 
single great tragic character, — the fallen archangel. Finally, the poem is 
lyric, not only in single passages, but even in general, in its whole tone and 
expression. Thus, then, the Paradise Lost, in a poetic point of view, forms a 
species in itself, without a model, and as yet without a copy ; but to think 
of rejecting it on this account would be to sacrifice the just rights of genius 
to the crotchets of the schools. The power with which this wonderful poem 
seizes on every mind of a deeper and more serious cast only proves the pov- 
erty of our ordinary poetic theories." — ESAAis Tegner, Bishop of Vexio, 
Sweden, author of the Frithiofs Saga : Remarks on Count Oxenstjerna^ s 
Translation of Paradise Lost.

" The Paradise Lost partakes in all those difficulties and defects which, as 
I have said, attend all Christian poems which attempt to make the mysteries 
of our religion the subjects of their fiction. It is strange that Milton did not 
observe that the loss of Paradise forms in itself no complete whole, but is 
only the first act of the great Christian history of man, wherein the creation, 
the fall, and the redemption are all equally necessary parts of one mighty 
drama. It is true that he sought afterward to remove this main defect by 
the addition of the Paradise Regained ; but this poem is too insignificant in 
its purpose and size to be worthy of forming the key-stone to the great work. 
When compared with the Catholic poets, Dante and Tasso, who were his 
models, Milton, as a Protestant, laboured under considerable disadvantages 
by being entirely denied the use of a great many symbolical representations, 
histories, and traditions which were in their hands the most graceful orna- 
ments of Christian poetry. He was sensible of this, and attempted to make 
amends for the defeat by adopting fables and allegories out of the Koran 
and the Talmud, such as are extremely unfit for the use of a Christian poet. 
The excellence of his epic work consists, therefore, not in the plan of the 
whole so much as in particular beauties and passages, and, in general, in the 
perfection of the high language of poetry." — Frederick Von Schlegel :

Though monotonous in subject, they are very va- 
rious in treatment, and many are the chords struck 
in them between the extremes of the humorous and 
pathetic. As metrical essays, also, they_ have great 
merit: murical and harmonious m their cadences 



when softer tfiemes are touched, in •tronger moods 
there is a rough bluster in their riiythm, as of a 
Northtimbrian wind that has battled with crags and 
scars. Coquet is not more dumgeful than they. 
They ripple athwart the shallows, puri and prattle

the best of them, and even a stranger^ who has never 
set eyes on that beautifial stream, is made to feel, 
throu|Eh dieir stanxas, something of the witchery it 
exerases on those who haunt its banks. 

That the habit of these annual lyrics should have 
fidlen into desuetude from the year 1845 to the 
fMresent time [1864] (when a new and improved edi- 
tion, with continuations, is about to appear), must 
be matter of regret to every fever of the gentle craft 
and of die joyous science. It died out with the litde 
knot of chemU, enthusiastic, genial-minded men, 
its originators, men who sang the praises of Coquet 
as by simple vocadon, and whose hearts pulsed to 
the Dulsing of their fisvourite stream, dll death sev- 
ered the union. Peace be to their memory ! and 
honour, and the feve of all true anglers ! Coquet 
may be a brave stream, but th^ have enhanced its 
brave r y : about all its turns and windimts, afeng its 
sheep-dotted haughs, amongst its rocks and boul- 
ders, wherever die trout dimples the eddies, and the 
midge and the * red-heckle* fiilllike thisde-^own on 
its pools, shall^ linger, henceforth and for ever, the 
memory of their Garlands, lending a human charm 
and a new glory, neither * of wood nor water bom,* 
to the miracle ol its fainiess."
